A wire was received on Monday, 
from Ottawa, advising Mr. and Mrs. 
e W. L. Mildon that their son Ser- 
ps ¢ geant Jas. R. Mildon has been killed 

in action. This is the second one 
of the Mildon- boys that has laid 
down his life for the cause of free- 
dom in France. Sergeant Mildon 
enlisted with the 68rd battalion in 
in January 1915 and ‘was. later 
transferred to the 51st battalion 


“which left Edmonton on April 1st. 


1916. On arriving in England he 
was transferied tothe 14th Montreal 
battalion and went to France in 
June 1916, taking part in several 
of the battles with that battalion. 
On August 1916, while leading his 
platoon in the battle of the Somme 
‘he was. severely. wounded after 
‘which he was invalided to England 
for some time. 

, In a letter from his brother, Corp 
Peter Mildon, with 3rd Engineers, 
he states that he had just seen 
James on Sept 1st, he had just re- 
turned with his battalion after 
spending two weeks in the front 
trenches when a call came for vol- 
unteerg to return to the front and 
James left for the front again with 
the volunteers. 

Ano brother, Bronson Mildon 
was kilfed on Sept. 9th 1916, there 
os ‘ are four other Mildon boys at the 
front, Pte. W:: M. Mildon, Corp.

Cambrai to Verdun, a distance of 150 miles. From Ypres to the. coast 
there is also heavy fighting. Allied progress and large takings of prison- }. 
The magnitude of the operations and 

ferocity of the fighting would indicate an effort to secure a most — import- 
ant if not’a final decision in favor of the Allies before winter. 
It would almost seem that the attempt was being made to treat 
the German occupied territory of France and Belgium asa salient to be 
cut off by a Franco-American advance on the left bank of the Meuse. 
From Verdun to‘Holland, following the Meuse through Belgium, is ap- 
proximately 150 miles. From the Meuse at the:Belgian border to Os- 
tend on the English channel-is about the same distance. To whatever 
- degtee the width of German occupied territory between Verdun and Hol- 
land can be narrowed the difficulties of transportation from Germany to 
the west front are increased. ‘The task of pushing north on the west

raud’s French army farther west, divided from the Americans by the 
Argonne forest and the head waters of the Aisne. The Germans are put- 
ting up the stiffest resistance of the war against these advances, for their 
success would mean the collapse of Germany’s whole campaign in France 
and Belgium.

American Soldier’s Letter. 


The following letter has been re- 
ceived ‘by C Holliday from his bro- 
ther, with the Americans engineers 
in Lorraine. He is near the point 
at which the American army men- 
aces the Rhine Valley. 

In the Vosges Mts of Lorraine 
France, Aug. 138, 1918 
Dear Home Folks: * 

‘Received your Tet- 
ter of July 8th Sunday evening af- 
ter I had returned from a little ex- 
cursion trip. We'went down to the 
valley to a small village and had a 
sure enough dinner besides getting 
to see some of the boys we knew. 
They were Ernest Butell and Lester 
and Jasper Griffin from Baldwin, 
but we did not get to visit with 
them for very long. 

-For dinner we had cantaloup, 
brook trout, two big slices: of beef- 
steak, two eggs, cookies, ete: Can- 
taloups are a little high,eight francs 


each.) 

« It was an ideal day and we stop- 
ped a little while, on the way down 
to enjoy the scenery at a point 
where the winding road curved 
around on the mountain side and 
between pine trees standing eighty 
to one hundred feet high.

American Soldier’s Letter. 


The following letter has been re- 
ceived by C Holliday from his bro- 
ther, with the Americans engineers 
in Lorraine. He is near the. point 
at which the American army: men- 
aces the Rhine Valley. 


In the Vosges Mts of Lorraine 
France, Aug. 13, 1918} 
Dear Home Folks: 

Received your let-| 
ter of July 8th Sunday evening af- 
ter I had returned from a little ‘ex- 
cursion trip. We'went down to the 
valley to a small village and had a 
sure enough dinner besides getting 
to see some of the boys we knew. 
They were Ernest Butell and Lester 
and Jasper Griffin from Baldwin, 
but we did not get to visit with 
them for very long. 

For dinner we had cantaloup, 
brook trout, two: big slices of beef- 
steak, two eggs, cookies, ete. Can- 


taloups are a little high,eight francs 
half 


per (or about a dollar and a 
each.) 

It was an ideal day and we stop- 
ped a little while, on the way down 
to enjoy the scenery at a point 
where the winding road. curved 
around on the mountain side and 
between pine trees standing eighty 
to one-hundred feet high. Looking 
down the slope you could see the 
tops of the red tiled buildings ot 
the peasarits, stables and dwellings 
all under one roof. Winding thru 
the valley was a little mountain 
stream with water as clear as crys! 
tal.. Beyond curved a strip ‘of sil- 
ver, which was.the valley ~ road, 
macadamized: and as smooth as 
pavement. Then standing out. in 


_| bold relief of the opposite slope of 


the next mountain were the - little 
plots of ground used for cultivation, 
irregular in shape and enclosed by 
small stone walls with the greatest 
variety of crops that you ever saw 
and some of the patches would not 
be a quarter of an acre in size. Be- 
yond these ure the grazing ‘slopes 
for the cattle and then the pine 
crowned crest of the next moun- 
tain.

American Soldier’s Letter. 


The following letter has been re- 
ceived by C Holliday from his bro- 
ther, with the Americans engineers 
in Lorraine. He is near the “point 
at which the American army men- 
aces the Rhine ‘Valley. 

In the Vosges Mts of Lorraine 
France, Aug. 18, 1918 
Dear Home Folks: 

Received your let- 
ter of July 8th Sunday evening. af- 
ter I had returned from a little ex- 
cursion trip. We went down to the 
valley to a small-village and had a 
sure enough dinner besides getting 
to see some of the boys we knew. 


and Jasper Griffin’ from Baldwin, 
but we did not get to visit. with 
them for very long. 

For dinner we had cantaloup, 
brook trout, two big slices of beef- 
steak, two eggs, cookies, ete. Can- 
taloups are a little high,eight frances 
per (or about a dollar and a_ half 
each.) 

It was an ideal dav and we stop~ 
ped a little while, on the way, down 
to enjoy the scenery at a ‘point 
where. the winding ‘road curved 
around.on the mountain. side and 
betweén pine trees standing eighty 
to one hundred feet high: ‘Looking 
down the.slope you. could see the 
tops of the red. tiled: buildings ot 
the peasants, stables and dwellings 
all under one roof. 
the valley was a little mountain 
stream with water as clear as_crys4 
tal. Beyond curved a strip of. sil- 
ver, which was the valley road, 
macadamized and:as smooth as 
pavement. Then standing out in 
bold relief of the opposite slope of 
the next mountain were the little 
plots of ground used for cultivation, 
irregular in shape and enclosed by 
small stone walls with the greatest 
variety of crops that you ever saw 
and some of the patches would not 
be a quarter of an acre in size. Be- 
yond these ure the grazing slopes 
for the cattle and then the pine 
crowned crest of the next moun- 
tain... 
Beautiful? Yes! And so quiet 
and peaceful that you would not 
beiieve that you were within five 
miles of the battleline if it were not 
for the fact that once in a while you
